Oleo Tax: By 56 yeas to 16 nays, Senate passed, with 
amendments, H. R. 2023, to repeal oleomargarine tax 
and to place certain regulations on its production and 
distribution. Before passing the bill, the following 
actions were taken on amendments: 

Adopted: By 60 yeas to 20 nays, Fulbright motion to 
lay on table the Langer amendment respecting anti- 
lynching; by 59 yeas to 17 nays, Fulbright motion to lay 
on table the Langer anti-poll-tax amendment (following 
debate on this amendment, Senate adopted by 59 yeas 
to 17 nays, Lucas motion to lay on table the Langer 
motion to take up S. 1728, the antidiscrimination bill— 
FEPC) ; and by voice vote, modified Humphrey amend- 
ment applying pure food and drug laws to manufacture 
of oleo and butter. 

Rejected: By 32 yeas to 43 nays, Butler amendment 
repealing or reducing certain excise taxes. 

Senate asked for a conference and appointed as con- 
ferees Senators George, Connally, Byrd, Millikin, and 
Taft.

Hatch Act: Senate made its unfinished business, H. R. 
1243, to amend the Hatch Act relative to penalties for 
violations of this act by Federal civil-service employees, 
following which Senator Cain made a motion to make 
the unfinished business, H. R. 3905, to confer upon Com- 
missioner of Internal Revenue subpena powers in cases 
involving the denial or revocation of industrial alcohol 
permits, and to reduce certain excise taxes. Pages 560-562 


Treaties Received: President transmitted two treaties 
as follows, which were referred to the Committee on 
Foreign Relations: Convention between U. S. and Ire- 
land respecting avoidance of double taxation and pre- 
vention of fiscal evasion with respect to income taxes 
(Exec. F), and convention between U. S. and Ireland 
respecting avoidance of double taxation and prevention 
of fiscal evasion with respect to taxes on estates of de- 
ceased persons (Exec.

Committee Meetings 
CCC, AND CROP PRODUCTION INVESTIGATION 


Committee on Agriculture and Forestry: Committee, in 
executive session, voted to report S. Res. 198, to authorize 
an additional $38,000 to continue its investigation of crop 
production and utilization. 

It also agreed to hold hearings on Monday, January 
23, on S. 2826, to increase the borrowing power of the 
Commodity Credit Corporation from $4,750,000,000 to 
$6,750,000,000. 


HOUSING 


Committee on Banking and Currency: Subcommittee 
on Housing and Rents concluded its hearings on S. 
2246, proposed amendments to the National Housing 
Act affecting mortgage insurance, and amendments 
thereto relative to housing construction by co-ops and 
other nonprofit organizations, after receiving testimony 
from nine witnesses as follows: Drayton S. Bryant, Los 
Angeles Housing Co-op; Walter Reuther, CIO; Ben 
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Weitzer, Jewish War Veterans; and Robert S. Dinger, 
American Legion, appeared in support of the Maybank 
amendment to title 3 of S. 2246, dealing with cooperative 
housing for middle-income families. Dr. Leonard S. 
Silk, Simmons College, Boston, was generally in support 
of the amendment and cited Swedish experience in this 
field. Leo Wilson, Veterans Mutual Housing Co-op, 
explained diffigulty of getting financing for the Mutual 
Co-op in the District of Columbia area. He favored 
some legislation to correct this. 

William A. Reckman, American Bankers Association, 


and Harry Held, National Association of Mutual Sav- _ 


ing Banks, appeared in opposition to the amendment to 
title 3 of S. 2246. William A. Clark, Mortgage Bankers 
Association, appeared in opposition to the amendment, 
but suggested alternative amendments. 


SUBCOMMITTEE APPOINTMENTS 


Committee on Expenditures in the Executive Depart- 
ments: Committee, in executive session, held an organ- 
izational meeting, setting up its subcommittees for this 
session. The chairman made the assignments, which 
were unanimously approved by the committee, as fol- 
lows: 

Subcommittee To Investigate Wildlife Conservation, 
consisting of Senators Eastland, chairman, Leahy, and 
Schoeppel; 

Subcommittee To Study Intergovernmental Relations, 
consisting of Senators Humphrey, chairman, Leahy, 
Benton, Smith of Maine, and Schoeppel; 

Subcommittee on Relations With International Or- 
ganizations, consisting of Senators O’Conor, chairman, 
Humphrey, Benton, Vandenberg, and Ives; and 

Subcommittee on Senate Investigations, consisting of 
Senators Hoey, chairman, O’Conor, Eastland, McClel- 
lan, McCarthy, Mundt, and Smith of Maine. 

The committee unanimously authorized the chair- 
man to release immediately a statement indicating “a 
direct annual saving of $1,636,500,” under a program 
for improving the Government's accounting and finan- 
cial reporting, as a result of studies initiated by the 
committee staff. 

The committee announced its intention of holding 
hearings on the following two bills, dates of which will 
be announced later: S. 2161, authorizing the President 
to impound certain appropriated moneys, and S. 2060, 
to establish a department of health, education, and 
security. 


SOCIAL SECURITY 


Committee on Finance: Committee continued its hear- 
ings on H. R. 6000, to extend and improve the Federal 
old-age and survivors insurance system, to amend the 


public-assistance and child-welfare provisions of the So- - 


cial Security Act. Arthur J. Altmeyer, Commissioner, 
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Social Security Administration, completed his prepared 
statement on old age and survivors insurance, making 
the following recommendations in regard to public as- 
sistance: (1) Revision of basis of Federal matching; 
(2) extend aid to needy dependent children regardless 
of father in home; (3) further extension of total and 
permanent disability to cover rehabilitation similar to 
that provided in bill under the old-age and survivors 
insurance; and (4) modified arrangements made for 
financing medical care for needy persons. He further 
recommended that Federal funds for aid to the States 
for programs of child-welfare services be increased to 
$12 million. Hearings continue tomorrow. 


MERCHANT MARINE 

Committee on Interstate and Foreign Commerce: Sub- 
committee on Merchant Marine met in executive ses- 
sion to consider progress of its investigation and to de- 
cide upon a future program. Following the meeting, 
it announced hearings would be held beginning Feb- 
ruary 14 on S. 2786, so-called long-range shipping bill, 
and other general subjects as ship repairs and ship sales 
and charters. It plans to receive testimony from all 
interested parties, including Government, industry, and 
labor witnesses. 

The full committee announced today that it will re- 
sume hearings January 30 in connection with its study 
of aviation problems. The National Defense Establish- 
ment has been invited to testify and the hearings are 
expected to run for several days. 


COAL STRIKE—LABOR-MANAGEMENT ACT 


Committee on Labor and Public Welfare: Committee 
held hearings on S. Con. Res. 68, favoring invoking by 
the President of the national emergency provisions of 
the Labor-Management Relations Act in the pending 
coal strike, receiving testimony from the sponsors of the 
resolution in support thereof. Those testifying were as 
follows: Senators Ferguson, Taft, Donnell, Jenner, 
Martin, and Brewster. 

Committee meets again on Friday in executive session 
to consider committee business.

Committee on Armed Services: Subcommittee No. 3 
held further hearings on H. R. 5532, to amend laws re- 
lating to the U. S. Military Academy and the U. S. 
Naval Academy. Witnesses heard today were Maj. 
R. C. Van Kirk and Lt. Col. D. W. Wilson, both of the 
. National Guard Bureau; Capt. A. S. McDill, Depart- 
ment of the Navy; and Col. Robert Lancefield, De- 
partment of the Army. The subcommittee is expected 
to. consider this measure again at a later date. 


HOME LOAN BANK AND HOUSING ACTS 


Committee on Banking and Currency: Opened hear- 
ings on H. R. 6743, to amend the Federal Home Loan 


Bank Act and title IV of the National Housing Act. 
Raymond M. Foley, Administrator, Housing and Home 
Finance Agency, testified in favor of the first six sections 
of the bill providing for retirement of the Government- 
owned capital stock of Federal home loan member 
banks, and that such banks be required to maintain a 
certain minimum liquidity. He also favored retirement 
of Government-owned capital stock of the Federal Sav- 
ings and Loan Insurance Corporation. William K. 
Divers, Chairman, Home Loan Bank Board, testified 
in more detail in favor of all provisions of the bill ex- 
cepting sections 7, 8, and 9, which provide for a reduc- 
tion in the Federal savings and loan insurance premium. 
He stated these provisions were contrary to the recom- 
mendations of the President and Bureau of the Budget. 
Hearings will be continued tomorrow. 


LABOR EXTENSION SERVICE 


Committee on Education and Labor: Held further ex- 
ecutive consideration of H. R. 1380, to broaden the coop- 
erative extension system by providing for cooperative 
extension work between colleges receiving benefits from 
other colleges, research agencies, and the U. S. Labor 
Department. Will continue on this subject tomorrow 
morning.

duce certain excise taxes (which, if adopted, would have 
had the effect of displacing the previously agreed upon 
unfinished business, H. R. 1243, to amend the Hatch 
Act relative to penalties for violations of this act by Fed- 
eral civil-service employees). Pages 615-622 


Hatch Act: By voice vote, Senate passed with amend- 
ments H. R. 1243, to amend the Hatch Act relative to 
penalties for violations of this act by Federal civil-serv- 
ice employees. Prior to this, the following actions were 
taken by voice vote on amendments to the bill: All com- 
mittee amendments were adopted with the exception of 
one which was amended by modified Saltonstall amend- 
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ment to increase from a 15-day suspension to a 60-day 
suspension the minimum penalty for violation. 

Following this action, Senate adopted Cordon amend- 
ment (which was a substitute for sec. 1 of the bill as 
amended) providing for a 60-day suspension of em- 
ployees, after a Civil Service Commission hearing, as 
the minimum penalty for nonwillful violation and pro- 
viding for a monthly report to Congress of information 
as to such cases.

POSTAL SERVICE BILLS 


Committee on Post Office and Civil Service: Subcom- 
mittee No. 4 received testimony from various witnesses 
in general support of enacting three bills, as follows: 
S. 2777, to provide for promotion of carriers in rural 
delivery service in recognition of meritorious service; 
S. 2778, to provide credit for postal field service of cus- 
todial employees and mail equipment shops employees 
for promotion to meritorious or longevity grades; and 
S. 2825, to provide for promotion of employees in postal 
field service to meritorious and longevity salary grades. 
The witnesses were: Ross Messer, National Association 
of Post Office Maintenance Employees; Willard L. Man- 
ning, National Rural Letter Carriers Association; R. B.

Korean Aid: After defeating, 190 yeas to 194 nays, a 
recommittal motion, the House, by 191 yeas to 193 nays, 
failed to pass H. R. 5330, to provide aid for the Republic 
of Korea. 

Prior to its defeat, the bill was amended to authorize 
expenditures of $60 million from February 15 to June 
30, 1950. 

Amendments also were adopted designed to clearly 
limit the authorization to June 30,.also to terminate the _

aid extended by this act in the event of the formation of 
a coalition government in Korea including one or more 
members of the Communist Party. 

Rejected an amendment calling for the spending of 
half of the funds to purchase surplus agricultural com- 
modities from the Commodity Credit Corporation for 
use in the aid program. 

H. Res. 368, the rule making in order the considera- 
tion of H. R. 5330, the Korean aid bill, was previously 
adopted. Pages 631-657

NAVAL RESERVE—SERVICE PERSONNEL 


Committee on Armed Services: Subcommittee No. 2 
approved for reporting to the full committee H. R. 6077, 
amended, clarifying the status of certain inactive mem- 
bers of the Naval Reserve. Capt. A. R. Roby, Bureau 
of Personnel, Department of the Navy, testified on this 
bill. 

Other bills, on which no action was taken, were con- 
sidered, with the following witnesses being heard: 
H. R. 778 and 6812, both relating to the authorization 
of payment for the transportation of household effects 
of certain naval personnel—P. P. Brown, Department 
of the Navy; H. R. 6078, authorizing civilian attendance 
at certain schools operated by the Army, Navy, and Air 
Force—Lt. Col. A. W. Tyson, Department of the Army; 
and H. R. 5920, certain payments to mentally incom- 
petent armed services personnel—Capt. A. S. MacDill, 
Department of the Navy. 


HOME LOAN BANK AND HOUSING ACTS 


Committee on Banking and Currency: Continued hear- 
ings on H. R. 6743, to amend the Federal Home Loan 
Bank Act and title IV of the National Housing Act. 
Oscar R. Kreutz, executive manager, National Savings 
and Loan League, testified in favor of all provisions of 
the bill except section 1, which provides for the estab- 
lishment, for the first time, of authority for the Home 
Loan Bank Board to fix minimum liquidity require- 
ments for members of the FHLB system. He pointed 
out that members of the association differ with respect 
to this section. The associations generally are main- 
taining and will continue to maintain liquidity ratios 
at least equal to the amounts proposed in the bill, and 
if the committee should see fit to approve section 1 of 
the bill, he suggested that the ceiling on the amount of 
liquidity be fixed at a lower point than 15 percent of 
the withdrawable accounts of a savings and loan asso- 
ciation.

both statisticians, A. L. Borton, in charge of Commodity 
Section, and William McArthur, Assistant Director, all 


of the Grain Branch of Production and Marketing 
Administration. 

Mr. Walker, Chief of the Program Analysis Division, 
presented a detailed account of the wheat law under 
which they are now operating. He also explained the 
establishment of wheat acreage allotments and market- 
ing quotas under existing legislation, and pointed out 
that a total of 1,110,000,000 bushels of wheat will have 
to be produced in 1950 to provide for a total supply of 
wheat equal to 130 percent of a normal year’s domestic 
consumption and exports. Continuing with his state- 
ment, he showed that the national average yield of 
wheat computed on the basis of the national annual 
seeded acreage and total production during the 10-year 
period, 1939 through 1948, was 15.6 bushels an acre; 
that the yield now expected over the 10-year period, ad-- 
justed for trends, is 16.1 bushels an acre. The national 
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allotment for 1950 is 68,944,099 acres. Hearings will be 
continued on Monday.

COTTON 


Committee on Agriculture: Subcommittee on Cotton 
held opening meeting to consider amendments to the 
cotton-quota law as it relates to State and county reserves, 
and the establishment of certain percentage minimums.

WHEAT 

Committee on Agriculture: Worley subcommittee on 
wheat acreage program continued. its hearings with 
representatives of the Department of Agriculture in at- 
tendance. At today’s meeting, Frank K. Woolley, 
Deputy Administrator, PMA, Department of Agricul- 
ture, explained charts showing wheat acreage allotments 
along with trends and adjustments for 5- and 10-year 
periods, both on State and national levels. He also pre- 
sented an analysis of the wheat allotment increases in 
1950 resulting from the application of the provisions 
of section 5 of Public Law 272 (81st Cong.), and discussed 
the provisions of this section, stating that the resulting 
additional acreage allotted totaled slightly more than 
4-5 million acres for the United States as a whole. He 
added that this represented a 6.5-percent increase above 
the national allotment as provided for under the Agri- 
cultural Adjustment Act of 1938. Mr. Woolley will 


continue his testimony at tomorrow morning’s meeting.

Committee on Banking and Currency: At today’s hear- 
ings on H. R. 6618, to assist cooperative and other non- 
profit corporations in the production of housing for 
families of moderate income, and H. R. 6742, to amend 
the National Housing Act relative to mortgage insur- 
ance, Rodney M. Lockwood, president, National Associ- 
ation of Home Builders, testified in opposition to the 
proposed cooperative housing plan. In his statement 
he said, “We are not, and never have been, opposed to 
housing cooperatives as such * * * solong as they 
are groups of individuals acting cooperatively to do 
that which they would be privileged to do individually. 
* * * However, such groups as a class should not 
be provided, directly or indirectly, with Government 
subsidies or special financing of tax exemptions available 
only to them and not freely available to all other 
citizens.” The committee will continue on these bills 
tomorrow. -

Postal Rate Increases: Calendar Wednesday business 
was in order and the Committee on Post Office and Civil 
Service called up for consideration H. R. 2945, to read- 
just postal rates. While in Committee of the Whole 
House on the State of the Union, a committee substitute 
amendment was adopted which provides new language 
for the text of H. R. 2945. It is estimated that this bill 
will result in raising additional revenue of $131,340,000. 
Among other things this measure raises the postal rate 
on post cards and drop letters from 1 cent to 2 cents. 
No increases are provided for first-class letter mail, air 
mail, certain newspapers and bulk mailings of seeds, 
etc. The bill also gives the Postmaster power to set 
rates on special postal services such as c. o. d. mail, special 
delivery, postal notes, registered mail, and insured mail.

COTTON 


Committee on Agriculture: Subcommittee on Cotton 
continued discussion of Public Law 272 (81st Cong.), 


and Public Law 12 (79th Cong.). The purpose of these 
hearings is to find out where the responsibility for the 
inequities in the cotton acreage and quota law lies— 
whether it is the administration of the act, and if so at 
what level: National, State, or county; or whether it is 
in the law itself. Officials of the Department of Agri- 
culture who appeared were E. D. Bell, Chief of Pro- 
duction Program Division, Cotton Branch, and C. E. 
Burkhead and J. J. Morgan, statisticians in the Bureau 
of Agricultural Economics. 

Inquiry was first made as to preparation of tables 
known as Changes in Official County Estimates of Cot- 
ton Acreage made in connection with the 1950 program, 
whereby 10,000 acres were added in Texas, and thus the 
entire method of the State distribution was shifted. It 
was brought out that as a result of this shift the 1,400,000 
acres of war crops were not credited to the farms that 
grew them, as provided in Public Law 12 (79th Cong.) 
and Public Law 272 (81st Cong.). The testimony cen- 
tered around the gross inequities in the State of Texas, 
how they came about, and who was responsible. Sup- 
plementary language will be drafted for consideration 
which will provide that under no circumstances in the 
future will war-crop credits go to any farms except those 
which earned them. Will continue on same subject 
Friday morning. 


WHEAT 


Committee on Agriculture: Frank K. Woolley, Deputy 
Administrator, PMA, Department of Agriculture, re- 
sumed his testimony at today’s hearings on the wheat- 
acreage program before the Worley subcommittee. He 
explained the chart presented to members of the sub- 
committee dealing with additional allotments resulting 
from the provisions of Public Law 272 (81st Cong.). 
The chart indicated the number of farms by States and 
the regular allotments given to those wheat farms. Mr. 
Woolley indicated the amounts which would have been 
received under regular allotment procedure and the 
amounts which were received under this law. He also 
gave the total allotments to the farms, the percentage 
of the total allotment to the regular allotment, and the 
total of the farms that received benefit under this law. 
Mr. Woolley then answered questions on the subject by 
members of the subcommittee. Will resume hearings 
on February 14.

HOUSING 


Committee on Banking and Currency: Continued hear- 
ings on H. R. 6618, to assist cooperative and other non- 
profit corporations in the production of housing for 
families of moderate income, and H. R. 6742, to amend 
the National Housing Act relative to mortgage insur- 
ance. John C. Thompson, National Association of Real 
Estate Boards, testified against the bill, saying private 
industry is not only providing for the middle-income 
clas—demonstrated by fact that more than one-third 
of our new housing costs less than $6,500—but it is also 
providing for housing for all classes. William A. Reck- 
man, American Bankers Association, said demand and 
supply in the housing field are at last approaching a 
balance. Government domination of mortgage lending 
would not only curtail private lenders’ opportunity to 
make mortgage loans, but it also might affect the in- 
terest rates on mortgage loans generally, which in turn 
would adversely affect millions of people in the middle- 
income group who are small savings depositors. Harry 
Held, National Association of Mutual Savings Banks, 
testified in favor of provisions of H. R. 6742; but with 
respect to H. R. 6618, he said his organization was of 
the opinion that it would encourage a procession of 
promoters to submit to the Director, appointed by the 
Housing and Home Finance Administrator in charge 
of the program, propositions that look good on paper 
but which have no basic practicality. Hearings will be 
continued tomorrow.

Committee on Foreign Affairs: Ordered reported ad- 
versely to the House H. Res. 452, requesting the State 
Department to furnish full and complete answers to 
certain questions relating to the foreign policy of the 
United States in the Far East.

Committee on Agriculture: Fred J. Rossiter, Associate 
Director, Office of Foreign Agricultural Relations, spoke 
today on the work of that agency as the committee 
considered the adequacy of services which the Office is 
rendering. 

He stated that the United States had an annual stake 
of over $34 billion in foreign trade and the Office of 
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Foreign Agricultural Relations was the key agency in 
the Government charged with promoting and protect- 
ing this trade. Before the war our agricultural exports 
equaled less than $r billion. He said that cotton exports 
last year equaled one-third of our production; tobacco 
one-fourth of production ; wheat, rice, peanuts, and dried 
fruits about one-third; and dried beans and peas almost 
one-half. According to his statement, the foreign mar- 
ket now rests on a very weak foundation because last 
year about 60 percent of our exports were paid for with 
ECA and military funds. He is scheduled to appear 
again before the group in the near future. 


MILITARY JUSTICE—LABORATORY TRANSFER 


Committee on Armed Services: Subcommittee No. 1 
considered the Senate amendments to H. R. 4080, to 
establish a Uniform Code of Military Justice, hearing 
testimony from Felix Larkin, general counsel, Office of 
the Secretary of Defense, and Robert W. Smart, profes- 
sional staff member, Armed Services Committee.

P. Davis, Director of Division of Territories, Interior De- 
partment; Roy Bornn, Commissioner of Public Welfare, 
Virgin Islands; and Antonio Fernds-Isern, Resident 
Commissioner, Puerto Rico, spoke in favor of extending 
old-age disability and survivors insurance and public 
assistance to Puerto Rico and Virgin Islands.

- of 1 percent to one-fourth of 1 percent of the total amount 


of unpaid principal outstanding. Several others were 
made calculated to protect against the speculative use 
of cooperatives, and the payment of excessive fees. Also 
limitation on amount for authorization of 10 percent 
to be used in any one State.

Committee on Finance: Committee continued hearings 
on H. R. 6000, to extend and improve the Federal old- 
age and survivors insurance system, and to amend the 
public-assistance and child-welfare provisions of the So- 
cial Security Act, with two witnesses testifying as fol- 
lows: Emil Rieve, chairman of the CIO Social Security 
Committee, and general president of the Textile Work- 
ers Union of America, CIO, favored increase in taxable 
wage base to $5,400, higher benefits than those carried 
in H. R. 6000, and the setting up of a temporary dis- 
ability insurance program, as well as providing for ad- 
ditional Federal grants in aid for public assistance and 
child welfare service. 

Dr. Eveline M. Burns, president of New York Con- 
sumers League, testified in support of higher minimum 
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benefits than those contained in H. R. 6000, opposed the 
annual increment increasing benefit payments 1 percent 
as in the present law, and one-half of 1 percent as in H. R. 
6000 for each year a worker is in covered employment, 
but favored an increment factor for each year a worker 
remains in covered employment after age 65; opposed 
financing the system exclusively by pay-roll taxes, as con- 
templated under H. R. 6000; and favored existing law 
authorizing appropriations from general revenues to 
assist in financing the system. 

Both witnesses supported the extension of OASI cov- 
erage to groups not included in H. R. 6000, the liberal- 
izing of eligibility requirements, and the providing of 
permanent and total disability insurance, including 
benefits for dependents of disabled workers.

SECRETARY’S OFFICE, AND FOREST PESTS 


Committee on Appropriations: Subcommittee on Agri- 
culture Appropriations received testimony in support 
of 1951 budget estimates for the Federal Crop Insurance 
Corporation from Gus F. Geissler and assistants; in sup- 
port of 1951 budget estimates for Office of the Secretary 
of Agriculture from Knox T. Hutchinson, Assistant 
Secretary, and assistants; and in support of 1951 budget 
estimates for control of forest pests from S. A. Rohwer 
and assistants. These hearings are in connection with 
the subcommittee’s study of its portion of the omnibus 
appropriation bill. Hearings continue March 6.

Committee on Appropriations: Subcommittee on Treas- 
ury-Post Office Appropriations met in executive session 
to consider its portion of the omnibus appropriation bill, 
but made no announcement of action taken. 


BANK HOLDING COMPANIES 


Committee on Banking and Currency: Subcommittee 
received testimony from the following three proponent 
witnesses in support of the proposed principles of 
S. 2318, to provide for control and regulation of bank 
holding companies: D. Emmert Brumbaugh, National 
Association of Supervisors of State Banks; S. Francis 
Cocke, American Bankers Association; and Harry J. 
Harding, Independent Bankers Association of the 
Twelfth Federal Reserve District. Subcommittee meets 
again March 15, when it will receive testimony from 
opponents of the bill. 


NATIONAL BUDGET 


Committee on Expenditures in the Executive Depart- 
ments: Continuing hearings on S. 2054, authorizing the 
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President to determine the form of the national budget 
and of departmental estimates, to modernize and 
simplify Government accounting and auditing methods 
and procedures, the committee received testimony from 
four witnesses, as follows: Maurice E. Peloubet, Pogson 
& Peloubet, certified public accountants, New York 
City (member of the Hoover accounting task force), 
expressed opposition to the bill because he felt it inade- 
quate and would not accomplish the desired objectives. 
He outlined four suggestions for strengthening authority 
of the Comptroller General and increasing value of his 
auditing work; he suggested establishment of a central 
accounting agency, such as Accounting General. 

Peter Langhoff, Young & Rubicam, Inc., New York 
City (director of Hoover Commission task force studies 
in the area devoted to the Division of Strategical Stand- 
ards of the Bureau of the Budget), suggested enactment 
of section 13 of the bill to strengthen authority of the 
Division of Strategical Standards. 

Dr. Roland Egger, director of the Bureau of Public 
Administration, University of Virginia (member of the 
Hoover Commission task force on the budgetary phase 
and former budget director of the State of Virginia), 
favored enactment of the bill. 

T. Jack Gary, Jr., associated with the accounting proj- 
ect of the Hoover Commission as research director and 
now with the U. S. Coast Guard, reported progress by 
the Coast Guard in connection with the development of 
joint accounting program being conducted by the Comp- 
troller General, the Secretary of the Treasury, and the 
Director of the Bureau of the Budget. He stated that 
the bill, if enacted, in his personal opinion, would re- 
tard the program. Hearings continue March 6. 


SOCIAL SECURITY 


Committee on Finance: Committee continued hearings 
on H. R. 6000, to extend and improve the Federal old- 
age and survivors insurance system, and to amend the 
public-assistance and child-welfare provisions of the So- 
cial Security Act, receiving testimony from four wit- 
nesses as follows: A. D. Marshall, U. S. Chamber of 
Commerce, and Hershel C. Atkinson, Council of State 
Chambers of Commerce, testified generally in support 
of OASI extension, and particularly favored retaining 
the $3,000 taxable wage base, broader extension of cov- 
erage, and offered a substitute benefit formula. They 
opposed permanent and total disability insurance, exten- 
sion of OASI to Puerto Rico and the Virgin Islands, and 
public-assistance provisions of H. R. 6000. 

C. F. Hawker, Armstrong Cork Co., Lancaster, Pa., 
favored universal coverage and benefit formula of the 
bill, except he proposed retention of the $3,coo taxable 
wage base; he proposed an amendment to preclude the 
subjection of private welfare plans to collective bargain- 
ing.

Frank R. Lyon, West Virginia Coal Association, 
Charleston, W. Va., opposed permanent and total dis- 
ability insurance and public-assistance provisions of the 
bill; he favored retention of the $3,000 taxable wage base 
and discussed the effects of contract pension plans and 
social security on employers, favoring the integration 
of the two systems, or, if not, that employers should 
not be required to pay additional tax while the two 
systems are independent of each other. Hearings con- 
tinue March 6. 


ECA 

Committee on Foreign Relations: ECA Administrator 
Paul Hoffman, accompanied by Assistant Administrator 
Richard M. Bissell, Jr., appeared before the committee 
to be questioned relative to the extension of the ECA. 
The questioning centered around subjects arising out of 
problems on imports and exports between U. S. and 
participating countries, imports of oil, self-help on part 
of participating countries, gold and dollar reserves, and 
European payments. 


LABOR ORGANIZATIONS—MONOPOLIES 


Committee on the Judiciary: Continuing hearings on 
S. 2912, to protect trade and commerce against unreasoh- 
able restraints by labor organizations, the subcommittee 
heard Richard S. Cole, attorney of Toledo, Ohio, testify 
generally in favor of the objectives of the bill, but make 
various proposals for improvements from his point of 
view. Subcommittee adjourned subject to call of the 
Chair. 


DISPLACED PERSONS 


Committee on the Judiciary: Committee met in night 
session to hear Alex Squadrilli, Coordinator of Displaced 
Persons Operations in Europe, discuss the administra- 
tion of the Displaced Persons Act. 


NOMINATION 

Committee on the Judiciary: Subcommitteee held rou- 
tine hearings on the nomination of Eugene Worley to 
be associate judge of the U. S. Court of Customs and 
Patent Appeals. It was agreed that the subcommittee 
would submit report on the nomination to the full com- 
mittee at its next meeting.

Committee on the Judiciary: Testimony was received 
by the subcommittee from the following four witnesses 
in support of the enactment of S. 1119, to authorize 
settlement for certain inequitable losses in pay sustained 
by officers of the commissioned services under the emer- 
gency economy legislation: Vice Adm. Harry G. Ham- 
let, USCG (retired) ; Robert F. Klepinger, Washington 
attorney; Capt. Franz O. Willenbucher, USN (retired) ; 
and Commander Harold B. Corwin, USN (retired). 


COAL, AND EQUAL PAY FOR WOMEN 
Committee on Labor and Public Welfare: After con- 
sidering S. 706, providing equal pay for equal work for 
women, the committee agreed that the bill would re- 
quire amending, and on motion of Senator Morse it 
was agreed that a subcommittee be created to study the 
bill further. 

The coal situation was called up and considered at 
some length, with the discussion revolving around 
S. 3169, to provide a more effective method of dealing 
with labor disputes in vital industries which affect the 
public interest, the seizure provisions of S. 249, repeal 
of Labor-Management Relations Act of 1949, as it passed 
the Senate, and the Aiken-Douglas amendments to 
S. 249.

COMMODITY CREDIT CORPORATION

Don 
Parel, American Farm Bureau, testified in support 
of increasing the borrowing power of the CCC, but he 
charged that the Commodity Credit Corporation had 
shown a disposition to enter into the actual marketing 
of agricultural commodities contrary to long-established 
policy. He urged that the Congress take such action as 
is necessary to reduce direct Government action in this 
field to a minimum. 

J. T. Sanders, the National Grange, indicated his or- 
ganization, under the circumstances presented, feels it 
necessary to increase the loan authorization. He favors 
an early revision of the present law and would suggest 
an alternative in the form of a practical two-price system 
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that would not require such enormous amounts of funds 
to operate as the present system. 

John B. Crocker, American Bankers Association, dis- 
cussed the operations of country banks in conjunction 
with the Commodity Credit Corporation and claimed 
that the banks were losing money on loans made at 
14 percent. He urged that a higher rate of interest be 
allowed on this type of loan. R. G. Sims testified in 
behalf of the Cash Grain Commission Merchants, and 
stated that the Commodity Credit Corporation has not 
used the usual and customary channels, facilities, and 
arrangements of trade and commerce to the “maximum 
extent practicable” in the marketing of commodities as 
provided in the Commodity Credit Corporation Act, and 
contended that a vital segment of the grain trade is being 
eliminated by CCC encroachment in the grain business. 
Mr. Keith Farlow, North Dakota Grain Dealers Asso- 
ciation, started his testimony and will return on Monday 
to conclude it. . 


D. C. CRIME STUDY 


Committee on the District of Columbia: The Davis sub- 
committee, investigating crime conditions in Washing- 
ton, D. C., heard officials of the Metropolitan Police De- 
partment and others as it discussed the recent shifts 
made in the Department of precinct captains.

ment accounting and auditing methods and procedures: 
Robert L. L. McCormick, research director, Citizens 
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Committee for the Hoover Report, supported the bill, 
stating that the Citizens Committee endorsed the gen- 
eral principles thereof; he expects to submit some per- 
fecting amendments on specific matters to parts of the 
“bill where he thinks it can be improved. Frank Weitzel, 
assistant to the Comptroller General, reported to the 
committee in detail on the principles, objectives, and 
progress made under the joint accounting program of 
the Budget Bureau, GAO, and Treasury Department, 
and as related to the provisions of S. 2054; he reasserted 
that the GAO is unalterably opposed to the accounting 
provisions of the bill.

Orange, N. J., supported the extension of coverage, re- 
tention of the $3,000 taxable annual wage base, and the 
Federal Government to withdraw support of old-age 
assistance program; he opposed the establishment of 
permanent and total disability insurance and Federal 
grants in aid for States for needy permanently and 
totally disabled individuals.

Committee on Foreign Relations: The committee unan-

which amounts to about $100,000,000.

Committee on Post Office and Civil Service: The Crook 
subcommittee approved for reporting to the full com- 
mittee, with amendments, H. R. 5103, which will au- 
thorize the Postmaster General to pay up to $4 a day 
in lieu of actual expenses to postal employees who are 
detailed to military camps or stations a considerable 
distance from their regular place of duty.

TAX REVISIONS 


Committee on Ways and Means: Took the following 
tentative action today: Exempted from excise taxes elec- 
tric air space heaters, photographic apparatus, films. 
plates, etc., used by other concerns, i. e., apparatus and 
films, etc., used by movie industry or by the press, not 
for resale; and cases, bags, and kits, without regard to 
shape, size, construction, or material, for use in carrying 
articles of wearing apparel. Cut by one-half the excise 
taxes on matches; luggage (traveling bags, suitcases, 
overnight bags, trunks, brief cases, salesmen’s sample 
and display cases) ; toilet cases for use in carrying toilet 
articles, such as combs, keys, etc.; business machines; 
and admissions taxes such as for movies and college and 
professional sports. Sports events of schools other than 
colleges would be exempted completely. Admissions 
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for nonprofit religious, educational, or charitable insti- 
tutions for holding certain benefit entertainments would 
be restored to the pre 1941 exemptions. In cases of ad- 
mission taxes the rate is computed on the regular estab- 
lished price. -This would prevail even on special re- 
duced rates for children—not on the reduced rate. 
Municipal swimming pools and similar facilities are 
exempted. 

The tentative reductions made today totaled $240 mil- 
lion, bringing the over-all tentative total of cuts to $575 
million. Will continue on same subject tomorrow.

SOCIAL SECURITY 


Committee on Finance: Following an executive session 
on H. R. 6000, to extend and improve the Federal old- 
age and survivors insurance system, and to amend the 
public-assistance and child-welfare provisions of the So- 
cial Security Act, the chairman announced that the com- 
mittee had concluded all action (including voting) on 
consideration of the bill and amendments thereto, but 
that the committee would meet again Tuesday, May 9, 
for final approval of the redrafted bill. The bill is 
expected to be reported within the next 2 weeks. 

On Friday, May 5, the chairman will issue a press 
release setting forth the remaining major decisions 
which the committee has taken on the bill. 

The decisions on the bill announced by the committee 
yesterday (but on which publication was withheld until 
today) dealt with benefits and financing of OASI. 
Those decisions are as follows: 

In the case of benefits, the committee agreed that (a) 
of the approximately 2.9 million persons currently re- 
ceiving OASI benefits, their monthly benefits would be 
increased on an average of about go percent, as con- 
trasted to 70 percent as approved by the House; (4) in 
the case of future beneficiaries, an alternative formula 
is provided for persons retiring in the future which 
would be applicable to those who have at least six 
quarters of coverage after 1950, which would result in 
doubling the average benefits payable under existing 
law; (c) and that the average wage of an insured worker 
would be computed the same as under present law, ex- 
cept that if a bigger benefit would result, the individ- 
ual’s average would be computed over the period follow- 
ing 1950, rather than from 1936 on. 

As to eligibility for benefits, under the committee’s 
action the future eligibility requirements are greatly 
liberalized by requiring quarters of coverage for only 
one-half of the number of quarters since 1950 (with a 
minimum of six quarters of coverage required), but 
such quarters of coverage may include those earned be- 
fore 1951. This is instead of (a) quarters of coverage 
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in one-half of the number of quarters elapsing since 1936 
and before age 65 or death, or (2) 40 quarters of cover- 
age, as provided for in the present law. 

In the case of benefit category, the committee con- 
curred in the House-approved bill with the following 
exceptions: Under the committee’s action in the case 
of dependents of women workers, benefits are payable 
on a more liberal basis in respect to deaths of insured 
married women, and also in respect to dependent hus- 
bands of deceased or retired women workers, and the 
House-passed version was amended to retain the exist- 
ing law in the cases of wives of retired workers, de- 
pendent parents, and lump-sum death payments. 

In the case of total and permanent disability insurance, 
no benefits would be provided as is the case in the exist- 
ing law. Under limitation on earnings of beneficiaries, 
the committee agreed that the amount the beneficiary 
may earn in covered employment without loss of bene- 
fits would be increased from $14.99 to $50 per month. 

In the case of veterans, the committee concurred in 
provisions of H. R. 6000 granting World War II veterans 
wage credits under the OASI program of $160 per 
month for the time spent in military or naval service 
between September 16, 1940, and July 24, 1947, except 
that under the committee’s action such wage credits 
would not be provided if the period of service in the 
armed forces is credited for civil service, military, rail- 
road, or any other Federal retirement system. 

Under financing of OASI, the committee agreed to 
retain the present taxable wage base of $3,000 instead 
of $3,600 as approved by the House.

RFC LENDING POLICIES 


Committee on Banking and Currency: Pursuant to S. 
Res. 219, to make a study of the lending policies of the 
RFC, the subcommittee continued hearings, receiving 
further testimony on the operating costs and income of 
the RFC, with special reference to interest-free capital 
and interest-free surplus, from Theodore Herz, staff 
member of the subcommittee staff; Harvey J. Gunder- 
son, RFC Board of Directors; J. W. Considine, Comp- 
troller; and other RFC officials.

SOCIAL SECURITY, INT ERNATIONAL FAIR, 
COMMITTEE EXPENDITURES 


. Committee on Finance: In executive session, the com- 


mittee continued its consideration of H. R. 6000 (to ex- 
tend and improve the Federal old-age and survivors 
insurance system, and to amend the public-assistance 
and child-welfare provisions of the Social Security Act), 
reviewing the final draft of the bill as priorly ordered 
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amended by the committee. The work was devoted 
primarily to technical and administrative amendments. 

In addition to the agreements on coverage and bene- 
fit provisions of OASI, previously published in the 
Dicest, the following policy decisions were announced 
by the committee on Saturday, May 6. Committee 
agreed: (1) to cover borderline agricultural labor as in 
the House-approved bill, and in addition to cover regu- 
larly employed agricultural workers; (2) under the 
committee’s final action, employees of religious denom- 
inations and organizations, owned and controlled by 
religious denominations, would continue to be excluded 
but would be afforded an opportunity to secure cover- 
age for its employees if it so desired; and (3) to amend 
House provision on Federal civilian employees not under 
existing retirement system to exclude certain policy- 
making committee members and covering about 100,000 
employees serving under temporary appointment pend- 
ing final determination of eligibility for permanent or 
indefinite appointment. 

Committee announced that its action in increasing 
coverage and benefit payments under OASI reduced the 
need for greater public-assistance expenditures; thus, 
the committee did not concur in House-approved pro- 
visions of the bill on (1) increasing Federal share in 
matching formula for public-assistance programs; (2) 
to include as recipient a caretaker in aid to dependent 
children families; (3) to establish a program for aid to 
the permanently and totally disabled; and (4) to extend 
the State-Federal public-assistance programs to Puerto 
Rico and the Virgin Islands. 

The committee did approve the following: (1) to in- 
crease from $16.50 to $18 as the maximum Federal fund 
for aid to dependent children, and from $12 to $13 for 
each additional child; (2) to disregard earned income 
up to $50 per month of claimant of aid to the blind in 
determining eligibility for an amount of aid to the blind; 
(3) concurred in House provisions on direct payment 
for medical care and medical institutions; and (4) 
agree to following increases in authorizations: (a) child 
welfare services from $7 million, as in House-passed 
bill, to $12 million, (4) maternal and child welfare serv- 
ices from $11 million, as in existing law, to $20 million, 
and (c) services for crippled children from $7!4 mil- 
lion, as in existing law, to $15 million. 

The committee voted to report without amendment

General Appropriations: After rejecting a recom- 
mittal motion the House voted, 362 yeas to 21 nays, to 
pass H. R. 7786, making appropriations for the support 
of the Government for the fiscal year ending June 30, 
1951. A separate vote was demanded on seven amend- 
ments adopted while in the Committee of the Whole 
with the following results: 

Adopted, division vote of 179 yeas to 104 nays, the 
Taber amendment reducing by $1,200,000 the funds 
paid the District of Columbia by the Federal Govern- 
ment. 

Adopted, division vote of 143 yeas to 131 nays, the 
Canfield amendment to increase the funds of the Coast 


Guard by $r million and to activate the Coast Guard 
Reserve. 

Adopted, roll-call vote of 258 yeas to 131 nays, the 
Gore amendment increasing the funds for grants for 
hospital construction under the Public Health Service 
from $75 million to $150 million. 

Adopted, roll-call vote of 222 yeas to 163 nays, the Case 
amendment to reduce the funds for administrative ex- 
penses of the Public Housing Administration by 
$2,950,000. 

Rejected, on a teller vote of 137 yeas to 145 nays, the 
Boggs of Louisiana amendment to increase by $2,525,- 
340 the amount carried in the bill for maritime training 
and to delete a salary limitation affecting maritime 
trainees. 

Adopted, by a roll-call vote of 274 yeas to 112 nays, 
the Thomas amendment as amended by the Taber 
amendment which specifies certain percentage reduc- 
tions of nonmilitary operation expenditures to effect a 
reduction of $600 million. 

Adopted, by a roll-call vote of 201 yeas to 185 nays, the 
Jensen amendment to reduce number of Federal em- 
ployees by not filling vacancies that occur in certain 
civilian agencies. 

Prior to passage several amendments designed to pre- 
vent discrimination were rejected. Also rejected a sub- 
stitute amendment offered by Mr. Cannon for the 
Thomas-Taber amendment. The substitute would have 
required the impounding of 5 percent of the admin- 
istrative funds of certain departments unless the Direc- 
tor of the Budget should find the full amount essential 
to maintenance of Government service. 

Adopted an amendment designed to prevent inter- 
ference with the agricultural price-support program and 
an amendment to prevent the accumulation of annual 
leave by Federal employees in the continental U. S. 

Also adopted an amendment giving to the Secretaries 
of State and Commerce the power to terminate the em- 
ployment of any employee in their departments when 
they deem such termination advisable in the interests 
of the U. S. 

The bill as reported carried a total of $27,266,403,664, 
which was $1,385,377,504 below the budget estimates 
and $832,014,180 below the 1950 appropriation.

TAX REVISION 


Committee on Ways and Means: Agreed to the follow- 
ing tentative actions— 

Reducing the rate of interest on refunds of all taxes 
(individual, corporation, excise, etc.) from 6 percent to 
2 percent, effective with respect to interest accruing after 
the date of enactment of the bill. The interest rate on 
tax deficiencies will remain at 6 percent. 

Regarding percentage depletion allowances, it made 
no change in existing percentages for oil, gas, sulfur, 
and nonmetallic metals; would extend a 15-percent 
allowance to fuller’s earth refractory clay, fire clay,

quartzite, perlite, and diatomaceous earth; and grant a 
5-percent allowance to sand, gravel, granite, and marble. 

Rejected proposals to grant a 5-percent depletion 
allowance to mineral shells, and to increase from 15 to 
27, percent a percentage depletion allowance for 
metallic minerals. 

The committee will meet tomorrow to further con- 
sider other tax proposals. 


CONTINGENT-FEE LOBBYING 


Select Committee on Lobbying Activities: Turned to 
the field of contingent compensation arrangements be- 
tween lobbyists and their employers under which the 
lobbyist’s fee would depend upon the legislative results 
obtained. Heard testimony from Samuel P. Haines, 
registered lobbyist for the 20%, Cabaret Tax Com- 
mittee, composed primarily of hotel operators. Mr. 
Haines said that under his contract arrangement he was 
to receive a $10,000 retainer, and $15,000 for expenses to 
aid in urging Congress to reduce the 20 percent excise 
tax on cabaret bills. He was furthermore to receive an 
additional $25,000 in expenses to aid in passage of legis- 
lation to reduce this excise tax once he had been “suc- 
cessful in bringing this matter to Congress’ attention by 
amendment, rider, or proposed legislation.” Mr. Haines 
said he has so far received all but about $7,000 of this 
$50,000 and has used nearly all of it for expenses in con- 
nection with the proposed legislation. His contract 
arrangement, he stated, provides for a fee of $35,000 
if the cabaret tax is reduced from 20 to 10 percent or a 
fee of $50,000 if it is reduced to its pre-1944 level of 5 
percent. He said he had discussed this contract arrange- 
ment with Department of Justice officials prior to 
filing under the Lobbying Act and was assured the 
arrangement was legal. 

Chairman Buchanan said the Lobbying Activities 
Committee is seeking to determine whether contingent- 
fee arrangements for lobbying should be prohibited 
under the Federal Regulation of Lobbying Act as they 
now are under many of the State lobbying regulation 
acts. He stated that contracts for payment of contingent 
lobbying fees have been held unenforceable by the courts 
on the ground that such arrangements are contrary to 
public policy if the fee is contingent upon procurement 
of legislation.

Committee on Education and Labor: The Steed sub- 
committee continued its hearings on the study of the 
effect of imports on employment.

SLOT MACHINES 

Committee on Interstate and Foreign Commerce: Con- 
cluded hearings on S. 3357 and H. R. 8350, and H. R. 
6736, bills to prohibit the transportation or receipt of 
gambling devices (slot machines) in interstate and for- 


eign commerce. Final witnesses to testify, who spoke 
on behalf of the legislation, were Drew O'Keefe, assist- 
ant to the Attorney General, Department of Justice; and 
Hall Hammond, attorney general, State of Maryland, 
representing the National Association of Attorneys 
General. 


TAX REVISION 


Committee on Ways and Means: Voted to take the fol- 
lowing final actions on excise-tax revision proposals 
which had been tentatively agreed to at previous 
meetings: 

Tax on furs were reduced from 20 to 10 percent. 

Tax on jewelry reduced from 20 to 10 percent, with 
watches selling for less than $65 and clocks for less than 
$5 exempt from tax; and would tax only the ornamented 
parts of pens, pencils, and smoker’s pipes where such 
parts are separable; and exempt certain handicraft kits. 

On articles sold at auction (furs and jewelry), the 
first $100 would be exempt from retailers’ excise tax 
where the sale is held in a personal residence. 

Luggage and toilet cases were reduced from 20 to 10 
percent, while purses, wallets, key cases, miscellaneous 
cases, kits, and bags were exempted. 

Toilet preparations in general were reduced from 
20 to 10 percent, while baby oil, powder, lotion, etc., 
articles used in barber shops and beauty shops and aro- 
matic cachous were exempted. 

On general admissions taxes (movies, sports, etc.) 
the tax was reduced from 20 percent to 1 cent for each 
Io cents or major fraction thereof (10 percent), and 
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tax to be computed on actual amount paid except race- 
track admissions. No vote was taken on the restora- 
tion of pre-1941 exemptions or to exempt swimming 
pools and similar facilities operated by municipalities. 
No change was made from the 20-percent tax on Jeases 
of boxes or seats, ticket brokers’ sales in excess of regular 
price. 

Would make articles sold by Government instrumen- 
talities (PX’s, ship’s stores, etc.) subject to retail excise 
tax. 

Reduced cabaret taxes from 20 to 15 percent and ex- 
empted establishments where serving of food is inci- 
dental to furnishing music and dancing privileges. 
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Reduced the tax on “economy brand” cigarettes man- 
ufactured or imported to retail at not more than 12 cents 
per 20 cigarettes, from $3.50 per 1,000 (7 cents per 
package) to $2.45 per 1,000 (4.9 cents per package); 
reduced tax on snuff and plug and twist tobacco for 
chewing from 18 cents to 8 cents per pound; and con- 
firmed the tentative action taken on cigars May 9. 

Also voted to include the provisions of H. R. 3786, 
relating to the affixation of internal-revenue stamps in 
foreign countries to tobacco products before importa- 
tion into the United States.

It agreed upon the wording of a proposed mine incen- 
tive bill to succeed S. 2105, to stimulate exploration for 
and conservation of strategic minerals (which the Senate 
passed on October 6, 1949, and which the House rejected 
on March 16, 1950). The language of the proposed 
bill approved by the committee today is similar to that 
of H. R. 8221, to encourage the conservation and de- 
velopment of the national mineral resources (which has 
been reported by the House Public Lands Committee). 
The committee authorized its chairman to introduce 
the proposed bill and to report it on behalf of the 
committee. 

It also voted to report without amendment S. 3639, 
to extend time during which annual assessment work 
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on mining claims held by location in the U. S. may be 
made. 


MERCHANT MARINE 


Committee on Interstate and Foreign Commerce: In 
executive session, Subcommittee on Merchant Marine 
voted to report to the full committee without amend- 
ment S. 1235, documentation of the Canadian-built 
vessel North Wind; S. 3365, to provide that certain ves- 
sels shall be subject to the laws relating to steam vessels; 
S. 3650, to prescribe certain procedures to be followed 
in establishing rates of toll to be levied for the use of 
the Panama Canal; S. 3687, utilization of private Amer- 
ican ships by armed services; and H. R. 3419, to amend 
the Ship Sales Act of 1946. ` 

It voted to report with amendments S. 2484, author- 
izing the Maritime Commission to provide war-risk

H. R. 8610, relating to the activities of temporary and 
certain other employees of the Bureau of Land Manage- 
ment. 

Also considered, but took no action on, H. R. 6257, 
authorizing the Weather Bureau and the Geological 
Survey to determine the Nation’s water resources 
through studies of volume of rainfall and amounts of 
water in streams, lakes, reservoirs, and underground 
formations, and H. R. 6900, providing an accelerated 
program for surveying and mapping of the United 
States, its Territories, and possessions.

TAX REVISION 


Committee on Ways and Means: Confirmed the follow- 
ing tentative actions without change— 

1. Defining the interest element in installment pay- 
ments of life-insurance proceeds as gross income and 
therefore making such interest element subject to tax. 

2. Making State and municipal bonds of 5 years, or 
less, maturity subject to amortization in the hands of 
dealers and dealer banks unless such bonds are sold 
within 30 days from the date the bonds were paid for. 
Where applicable, amortization will begin with the date 
of acquisition. 

3. Providing that in case of corporations where divi- 
dends are in kind, the dividends received credit shall not 
exceed 85 percent of the basis of the property in the 
hands of the distributing corporation. 

Also announced final decisions, as follows— 

1. Reached final agreement not to reduce existing de- 
pletion allowances for oil, gas, sulfur, and nonmetallic 
minerals, and to extend percentage depletion as follows: 

(a) Fuller’s earth, refractory clay, quartzite, fire clay, 
perlite, diatomaceous earth, borax, limestone, and 
tripoli—15 percent; 

(b) Stone (including slate), brick and cle clay, shale, 
oyster- and clam-shell deposits, sand, gravel, marble, 
and granite—5 percent; 

(c) Reaffirmed increase in percentage depletion for 
coal from 5 to 10 percent; 
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(d) Also rejected proposal to increase percentage de- 
pletion for metal mines from 15 to 274 percent; and 

(e) Adopted a clarifying amendment to make cer- 
tain that the basis upon which percentage-depletion 
allowances are computed is the gross income before 
transportation. 

2. Rejected a proposal to increase the import tax on 
crude petroleum from one-half to 2 cents per gallon, 
certain petroleum derivatives from one-half to 2¥, cents, 
and gasoline or other motor fuel from 2!4 to 3 cents 
per gallon. 

3. Agreed to tax dividends paid out of earnings or 
profits accumulated before March 1, 1913, or paid out 
of appreciation in value accrued prior to March 1, 1913. 
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4. Agreed that upon liquidation of a foreign corpo- 
ration, over 50 percent of the stock of which is owned 
by domestic corporations, the domestic corporations 
would be taxed at ordinary rates on their ratable share 
of the accumulated earnings of the foreign corporation 
to the extent of the gain by the domestic corporations 
on the liquidation. 

5. Adopted an amendment to cover indirect redemp- 
tion of shares in a parent corporation through purchases 
by its subsidiaries, and also where the same interests 
own two or more corporations and one corporation buys 
from those interests the stock of the other. 

Will continue consideration of other tax-revision pro- 
posals tomorrow.

Effective as 
to decedent’s dying after date of enactment.

TAX REVISION 


Committee on Ways and Means: Agreed today upon the 
following proposals: 

1. Taxing the unrelated active business income, with 
an exemption of $1,000, of the following: 

(a) Labor, agricultural, and horticultural organiza- 
tions; 

(b) Literary, library, scientific, research, educational, 
and charitable organizations, including hospitals and 
foundations; and 

(c) Business leagues, chambers of commerce, real- 
estate boards, or boards of trade. 

Effective date: Taxable years beginning after De- 
cember 31, 1950. 

2. Taxing as business income, rents derived from com- 
mercial or industrial property purchased with borrowed 
funds by the tax-exempt institutions mentioned above, 
and leased for a period of 5 years or more, on the ratio 
of the borrowed funds to the total purchase price. 

Effective date: Taxable years beginning after De- 
cember 31, 1950. 

3. Imposing a tax on accumulated investment income 
of charitable trusts and foundations (interest, rents, 
dividends, and royalties) where the funds are not spent 
on designated purposes within the taxable year or within 
2¥, months after the close of the year. No tax would 
be applicable where the accumulations in trust are for a 
period of not more than 5 years if the trust instrument 
designates that the funds be turned over to the tax- 
exempt organizations, and the trust would be permitted 
to accumulate tax-free 1 year’s earnings equal to its 
highest annual income during the preceding 5 years, 
and also accumulate tax-free earnings for 25 years where 
the trust is established by will. 

Effective date: Taxable years beginning after De- 
cember 31, 1950. 

4. Denying deductions for income-, estate-, and gift- 
tax purposes to donors of property for charitable trusts 
and foundations unless the instrument under which the 
organizations are established affirmatively provides that 
no part of the organization’s assets may be loaned or sold 
to the donors of the organization or any of its officers or 
trustees, or any member of their families, or to a corpo- 
ration controlled by them; that only a reasonable com- 
pensation for services actually rendered may be paid to 
such persons by the organization; that the services of 
the organization may not be made available to such 
persons on a preferential basis; and that no substantial 
part of the assets of the organization may be used to 
purchase securities or other property from such persons. 

Effective date: With respect to transfers made on or 
after July 1, 1951. 
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5. Disallowing in the case of private trusts or founda- 
tions, charitable deductions to a contributor for income-, 
estate-, and gift-tax purposes, if— 

(a) The contributor, or members of his family, have 
voting control of the organization to which the contri- 
bution is made; and 

(b) The contribution consists of stock in a corpora- 
tion in which the contributor together with members of 
his family control 50 percent or more of the voting stock 
or 50 percent or more of the total stock, counting the 
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stock held by tax-exempt organizations which the 
family control. 

Effective date: With respect to transfers made on or 
after July 1, 1951. 

Committee reported favorably to the House H. J. Res. 
480, extending until June 30, 1951, the time for tax-free 
release of certain powers of appointment.

Testifying on behalf of the tidelands bill and the rule 
were Representatives Walter, Guill, Gossett, Combs, 
Boggs of Louisiana, Doyle, and Willis.

In the consideration of the defense-facilities rule, Rep- 
resentative Brooks, author of the bill, testified in con- 
nection with an amendment that is to be offered on the 
House floor by the Committee on Armed Services.

TAX REVISION 


Committee on Ways and Means: Reached final agree- 
ment on the following— 

Confirmed prior tentative action: 

1. Treating gains and losses from sales and exchanges 
of business property, including livestock, as capital gains 
and capital losses. : 

Effective: For taxable years beginning after date of 
enactment. 

2. Providing that property transferred by decedent 
more than 3 years before death shall not be included in 
his gross estate, and transfers within 3 years of decedent’s 
death will be included unless the taxpayer rebuts the 
presumption that transfer was in contemplation of death. 

Effective: With respect to estates of decedents dying 
after date of enactment. 

3. Discontinuing the flat 30-percent withholding on 
income derived from sources on the mainland by resi- 
dents of Puerto Rico; Puerto Rican residents would be 
taxable on income derived from the mainland and from 
foreign countries (but not from Puerto Rico) under 
the Federal income tax at the usual individual income- 
tax rates, with the same exemptions and same privilege 
of income splitting afforded to residents of the United 
States. In order for an individual to be exempt from 
the Federal income tax on income earned in Puerto 
Rico, he would have to qualify as a bona fide resident 
of Puerto Rico. 

Effective: With respect to taxable years beginning 
after December 31, 1950, except that amendment with 
respect to withholding shall be applicable with respect 
to wages paid on or after January 1, 1951. 

Agreed upon following proposals: 

1. Taxing as ordinary income the proceeds from sales 
of inventions, books, artistic works, or similar properties 
which are the product of the taxpayer’s personal effort.

Effective: Taxable years beginning after date of enact- 
ment. 

2. Taxing gain from sale or exchange of stock of col- 
lapsible corporations as ordinary income, except where— 

(a) Shareholder owns less than 10 percent of value 
of outstanding stock in corporation; 

(b) Less than 70 percent of gain recognized during 
taxable year is attributable to property manufactured, 
constructed, or produced by such corporation; and 

(c) Gain is realized 3 years after completion of opera- 
tion for which such corporation was created. 

Effective: Taxable years after December 31, 1949, and 
gains after such date, but no inference to be drawn 
from enactment on existing law. 

3. Making effective date on prior-announced final 
agreement to reduce from 6 months to 3 months the 
period of time an asset must be held to qualify for the 
special capital-gains treatment, applicable with respect 
to taxable years beginning after date of enactment. 


LOBBYING 


Select Committee on Lobbying Activities: Met in ex- 
ecutive session to discuss committee procedures and 
agenda. Decided to devote next series of hearings to 
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lobbying techniques aimed at influencing public opin- 
ion as an indirect means of influencing Congress. Chair- 
man Buchanan said that the first two organizations to 
be called up in this group will be the National Eco- 
nomic Council and the Committee for Constitutional 
Government, to be followed later by others. The new 
series will begin on June 20. 

The committee voted 4 to 3, the chairman said, to 
continue in the chairman the discretionary power of 
issuing subpenas in the committee’s name without 
formal committee action if the issuance of subpenas is 
deemed necessary by the Chair.

1. Adopted an amendment which would make the 
provisions previously agreed upon to overcome the ef- 
fect of the Supreme Court decision in the Korell case 
effective with respect to taxable years beginning after 
June 15, 1950, and also make these provisions applicable 
in the case of taxable years beginning on or before such 
date with respect to bonds acquired after such date.

The above schedule would mean that at the end of 
5 years these corporations would be paying their income 
tax in two installments within 6 months after the close 
of their taxable year.

LOBBYING 

Select Committee on Lobbying Activities: Resuming 
the series of hearings begun last week with the National 
Economic Council into organizations engaged in what 
Chairman Buchanan termed the “indirect” technique 
of influencing congressional action through seeking to 
influence the public on national issues, the committee 
heard Edward A. Rumely, executive secretary of the 
Committee for Constitutional Government, who de- 
scribed his organization’s activities. 

Under questioning by Committee Counsel FitzGerald, 
Mr. Rumely said the CCG, which files regular quarterly 
financial reports under the Federal Regulation of Lobby- 
ing Act, decided after the passage of that act to accept 
no cash contributions of more than $490 so that the 
donors’ names would not have to be reported to Con- 
gress as required, He acknowledged that the organiza- 
tion receives many sums larger than $500 for the pur- 
chase of literature published by the CCG for dissemina- 
tion to the public as a means of influencing public atti- 
tudes, but contended that these receipts are not “con- 
tributions” under the terms of the act. 


HIGHLIGHTS 
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Mr. Rumely maintained that the CCG does not gen- 
erally seek to influence Congress directly on issues. Ex- 
hibits were being introduced from the files of the CCG 
designed to illustrate some direct lobbying activities 
by the organization when the hearing was adjourned 
until tomorrow morning.

Rumely denied that either CCG or its affiliated groups 
engage in political activity. He was questioned ex- 
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tensively on CCG purchase of millions of Congressional 
Record reprints for free mailing. 

In an afternoon session, the committee recalled Mer- 
win K. Hart, president of the National Economic 
Council, Inc., for questioning on what Chairman 
Buchanan described as discrepancies in the NEC’s re- 
ports filed under the Federal Regulation of Lobbying 
Act when compared with information on NEC con- 
tributors provided by Mr. Hart to the Select Committee 
on June 6 in answer to a subpena.

Rumely, executive secretary of the Committee for Con- 
stitutional Government, concluded 3 days of testimony 
on the activities of this and affiliated organizations in 
connection with efforts to influence national legislative 
issues. He acknowledged under questioning that the 
organization had collected more than $5,500,000 in the 
past 7 years which it had used to further its activities, 
but that since the effective date of the Federal Regula- 
tion of Lobbying Act of 1946 it had not accepted cash 
contributions of more than $490 so that it would not 
have to reveal the names of any contributors in reports 
to Congress under that act. 

Mr. Rumely refused direct requests from Committee 
Counsel FitzGerald to reveal the names of any indi- 
viduals or groups which have paid the CCG $500 or 
more in any one calendar quarter, or as much as $1,000 
since January 1, 1947, to help finance the mass distribu- 
tion of books and other literature put out by the organi- 
zation and distributed to: names on its mailing list. He 
contended these were purchases of books from a publish- 
ing house and not “contributions” under the terms of 
the Lobbying Act, and said the Committee for Consti- 


tutional Government was protected by the constitutional 


guaranty of a free press from being required to reveal 
this information. 

Chairman Buchanan said the committee would meet 
in executive session tomorrow to discuss its future agenda 
and possibly to take up the matter of Mr. Rumely’s 
refusal to answer certain questions.

Select Committee on Lobbying Activities: Continued 
its series of hearings into so-called indirect efforts to 
influence legislation hearing testimony of Dr. Dewey 
Anderson, director of the Public Affairs Institute, Wash- 
ington, D. C., on the structure, financing, purposes, and 
methods of that organization, which is a nonprofit re- 
search agency supported largely by funds from the 


_ Brotherhood of Railroad Trainmen but receiving grants 


for specific studies from other groups as well. Dr. An- 
derson said the institute has offered its facilities for re- 
search on current national issues to all Members of 
Congress, has prepared material on request for individ- 
ual Members and for committee groups, and has pub- 
lished independent studies on the point-4 program and 
on other issues. 

The witness likened the work of the institute to that 
of the Brookings Institution, and said it was not, in his 
opinion, subject to the Federal Regulation of Lobbying 
Act, at least as now written. He stated under question- 
ing, however, that he believed his organization and all 
others engaged in similar work which had as its end 
result the influencing of national policy should be re- 
quired by law to report publicly on the sources of their 
funds and the identity of contributors. He urged, how- 
ever, that this not be accomplished through a statute 


_ applying to “lobbying,” which activity he said carried 


such a popular stigma as to discourage groups engaged 
in professional research from coming under it for fear 
of damaging their professional standing and prestige. 

The current series of hearings will resume Tuesday 
with testimony from Leonard Read of the Foundation 
for Economic Education, Irvington on the Hudson, 
N. Y., which also issues pamphlets and studies on na- 
tional issues and which also claims exemption from the 
Federal Regulation of Lobbying Act.

Conferees on H. R. 6000, to extend and improve the Fed- 
eral old-age and survivors insurance system, and to 
amend the public-assistance and child-welfare provisions 
of the Social Security Act, continued in executive session 
working out differences between the House- and Sen- 
ate-passed versions of the bill. Following the meetings 
today, the chairman announced that the conferees to 
date had reached the following major agreements on 
OASI items: 

The House conferees accepted Senate amendments to 
the House-passed version of the bill (some with clarify- 
ing or technical amendments) relative to coverage of 
nonfarm self-employed; domestic workers; Federal 
civilian employees; State and local governments em- 
ployees; casual labor; exclusion of tips and gratuities as 
wages; “new start” eligibility requirement; quarters of 
coverage definition; benefit categories of child of de- 
ceased or retired married woman worker, and depend- 
ent husband of deceased or retired woman worker ; com- 
putation of average monthly wage and formula for pri- 
mary benefit amount for workers retiring in future, but 
average increase for those already on roll was changed 
to 77, percent; wage credits for veterans; and effective 
dates. 

Senate conferees receded from their amendments to 
the House-passed bill on benefit category for wife of 
retired worker; lump-sum death payment; minimum 
primary benefit; parents benefit; and combined with- 
holding of income and employee social-security tax.

SURPLUS PERISHABLES 


Committee on Agriculture: Secretary of Agriculture 
Brannan resumed his testimony on the subject of price 
supports and surplus commodities and further discussed 
the need of moving surplus perishable foods which are 
increasing in volume under the farm price-support pro- 
grams. He will continue testifying before the com- 
mittee tomorrow and direct his attention principally to 
the bill introduced by Representative Granger (H. R. 
8942), which amends the Agricultural Act of 1949 re- 
garding the disposition of perishable foods, acquired 
through price-support operations, to needy cases. 


NATIONAL RESOURCES, WAR CONVERSION 


Committee on Banking and Currency: Held further 
hearings on H. R. 9176, establishing a system of priorities 
and allocations for materials and facilities, authorizing 
the requisitioning thereof, providing financial assistance 
for expansion of productive capacity and supply, 
strengthening controls over credit, regulating specula- 
tion on commodity exchanges, and by these measures 
facilitating the production of goods and services neces- 
sary for the national security. Charles Sawyer, Secre- 
tary of Commerce, urged immediate approval of the 
legislation, and R. M. Evans, member of the Federal 
Reserve Board, read the statement of the Board of Gov- 
ernors of the Federal Reserve System, also recommend- 
ing enactment of the bill.

The committee then took up the 
proposed Maybank-Sparkman amendments dealing 
with price and wage controls, and agreed in principle 
to ‘an amendment by Senator Fulbright to the effect 
that if and when consumer prices increase a certain per- 
centage (percentage to be determined at a later date) 
above those of a previous specified date to be determined, 
then the President would be authorized to impose price 
controls. Committee meets again tomorrow. 


D. C. DISBURSING OFFICER AND AUDITOR, 
AND D. C. PARK 


Committee on the District of Columbia: Subcommittee 
on Fiscal Affairs voted to report to the full committee 
without amendment S. 3979, to fix responsibilities of the 
Disbursing Officer and of the Auditor of the District of 
Columbia. 

It heard testimony on S. 3532, to provide for acquisi- 
tion of tract of land in the District for a park or memorial 
site, from Vernon West, D. C. Corporation Counsel; 
Thomas Settle, National Capital Parks and Planning 
Commission; and representatives of various citizens 
associations. 


D. C. BILLS AND WIRE TAPPING 


Committee on the District of Columbia: Committee 
voted to report to the Senate without amendment S. 883, 
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to require the taking and destruction of dangerous 
weapons in certain cases in D. C., and S. 3979, to fix 
responsibilities of the Disbursing Officer and of the 
Auditor of the D. C. 

It adopted a committee resolution to authorize a sub- 
committee to conduct an investigation of wire tapping 
in the District of Columbia, and a subcommittee was 
appointed to undertake such a study, consisting of Sen- 
ators Pepper, Neely, Kefauver, Hendrickson, and Darby. 

It voted to postpone temporarily H. R. 8710, improve- 
ments of stadium facilities at Eastern Senior High School 
in D.C. 


TAX REVISION, AND COPPER 


Committee on Finance: Thomas Lynch, general coun- 
sel, Treasury Department, appeared in a morning execu- 
tive.session before the committee to present a statement 
by the Secretary of the Treasury, expounding on the 
recommendations of the President in his recent letter to 
Chairman George requesting the committee to resume 
its consideration of H. R. 8920, tax-revision bill, and give 
especial attention to: (1) Elimination of excise-tax re- 
ductions and other revenue-losing provisions; (2) reten- 
tion of the loophole-closing provisions; and (3) to 
increase individual and corporate income tax rate to the 
“tentative” level adopted in 1945. 

The committee also held an afternoon executive ses- 
sion to consider the bill, and took the following action: 

It agreed to eliminate all manufacturing and retail 
excise-tax reductions contained in the bill as approved 
by the House, and approved those provisions passed by 
the House which would increase excise taxes, including 
a provision increasing occupational tax on slot machines 
from $100 to $150 and excise tax on jewelry and furs 
sold at auction, along with a new provision imposing 
10-pereent manufacturing excise tax on deep-freeze units 
and television sets, as recommended by the President. 
It approved section 202, relative to bond premiums paid 
by dealers in tax-exempt securities, as passed by the 
House, but made a change in the effective date to July 1, 
1950; House-approved section 203, dealing with divi- 
dends-received credit, was tentatively approved; and the 
committee tentatively agreed to strike out House- 
approved section 205, on corporate earnings and profits 
accumulated prior to March 1913, but held over final 
action on this provision until tomorrow. 

It disapproved section 201 on amount received under 
life insurance contracts. 

The chairman announced that the committee would 
consider H. J. Res. 502, to continue until June 30, 1951, 
the exemption of certain import taxes on copper, follow- 
ing completion of its work on the tax bill. 


WATER RESOURCES BOARD COMMISSION 


Committee on Interior and Insular Affairs: Dr. Morris 
L. Cooke, Chairman, and other members of the Presi- 
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dent’s Water Resources Board Commission, met in ex- 
ecutive session with the committee and members of the 
House Public Lands Committee to discuss the organi- 
zation of the Commission and type of hearings and 
surveys it has made up to the present date in preparation 
of its report to the President on December 1, 1950. 


RAILWAY LABOR 


Committee on Labor and Public Welfare: Subcommit- 
tee, in executive session, voted to report to the full com- 
mittee with amendments S. 3295, to amend the Railway

the Senate in H. J. Res. 371, relative to taxation of life- 
insurance companies for 1949 and 1950, which is now 
pending in conference. 

It voted to reject House-approved section 602 on re- 
duction of rate of interest on overpayments. 

Under section 209, on capital gains and losses, the com- 
mittee rejected the provision relating to abandonment of 
capital assets; accepted provision relating to taxing as 
ordinary income gain realized from sale of book or other 
artistic work which is product of taxpayer’s personal 
effort, after deleting “invention and patents” therefrom; 
and agreed to House version in reducing from 6 to 3 
months the holding period for determining whether cer- 
tain capital gain or loss is short- or long-term. Com- 
mittee meets again tomorrow.

It reconsidered section 203, dividends-received credit, 
and finally approved the section after changing the 
effective date to dividends received to the date of enact- 
ment of bill rather than after December 31, 1949. 

On Saturday, August 5, the committee adopted sec- 
tion 603, relative to the payment of income tax by in- 


stallment, including the so-called Mills accelerated plan 
for collection of corporate taxes; section 206, on dis- 
tribution and liquidation of a foreign subsidiary, was 
rejected; in the case of section 207, on treatment of cer- 
tain redemption of stock as dividends, the committee 
accepted the clause on “tax as a dividend the indirect 
redemption of shares in a parent corporation through 
purchases of stock in the parent by its subsidiaries,” with 
a proviso making the section effective at the date of 
enactment of the bill, but rejected the remaining part 
of that section. The committee tentatively rejected sec- 
tion 601, on collection of income tax as source of divi- 
dends.

COPPER, COCONUT OIL, TAX-FREE IMPORTS, 
AND NATIONAL ART GALLERY 


Committee on Finance: In executive session, commit- 
tee voted to report with two amendments H. R. 5327, 
providing for free importation of metal scrap for 1 year 
dating from enactment to July 1, 1951. One of the 
amendments would fix the date as set forth above.

TAX REVISION

increase of individual income tax, which would repeal 
the percentage reductions in tax provided for in 1945 
and 1948 Revenue Acts. The percentage reductions re- 
pealed are 17 percent on the first $400 of tax, 12 percent 
on tax between $400 and $100,000, and 9.75 percent on 
the tax in excess of $100,000. The effective date of the 
increase would be October 1, 1950. Withholding tables 
would become effective October 1, 1950, but the tax in- 
crease would be applied only to one-fourth of the total 
1950 income in order to accommodate those taxpayers 
who have irregular income, or more income in one 
quarter than in another. 

Committee agreed to discontinue withholding of in- 
come tax of servicemen in the area of hostilities, and is 
studying some plan for exemption of servicemen in areas 
of hostilities similar to that given to all servicemen dur- 
ing World War II.

Appearing in favor of the school 
construction bill in federally impacted areas were Rep- 
resentatives Steed, Burke, McConnell, and Bailey. Mr. 
Bailey also stated that Representative Barden, chairman 
of the Committee on Education and Labor was un- 
avoidably absent but urged that a rule be granted. 
Speaking on the rule for the bill regarding the disposi- 
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tion of perishable foods were Representatives Cooley, 
Granger, Hope, and Heselton. Mr. Hope suggested an 
amendment to the bill. Representatives Cooley, 
Granger, and Hope also spoke on behalf of the loans 
for marketing facilities improvement bill. 

On the resolution to investigate the education and 
training program under the GI bill of rights, the com- 
mittee heard Representatives Teague, Chudoff, and 
Evins in an executive session. 

In consideration of the rule for the railway union 
membership bill, Representatives Crosser and Wolver- 
ton spoke on behalf of the bill and the rule; Representa- 
tive Rogers of Florida requested an open rule to permit 
him to offer an amendment, and Representative Hale 
spoke in opposition to the bill but did not object to the 
rule. Representative Walter spoke on behalf of a rule 
for the administrative agency practitioners bill, and also 
explained H. R. 9158, regarding food and drugs.

EXCESS-PROFITS TAX 


Committee on Ways and Means: Tentatively agreed to 

the following suggestions on an excess-profits tax which 

had been agreed to by the staff of the Joint Committee 

on Internal Revenue Taxation and the staff of the 

Treasury Department: 

1. Rates of return on invested capital for taxpayers using the 
invested capital base 


(a) For equity capital and retained earnings the same gradu- 
ated rates of return would be allowed. They would be as 
follows:

(b) In the case of borrowed capital interest would be fully 
allowed as a deduction and the invested capital credit would be 
increased by one-third of the interest on roo percent of the 
borrowed capital for the taxable year. However, the one-third 
“margin” by which the invested capital credit is increased would 
in no case exceed 3 percent of the borrowed capital. 


2. New capital—net capital additions after the end of 1949 both 
for taxpayers using the average earnings base and for tax- 
payers using the invested capital credit 


(a) Both the average earnings taxpayer and the invested 
capital taxpayer would be allowed to increase their credit for net 
additions in equity capital and retained earnings after 1949 and 


would be required to reduce their credit for reductions in such * 


capital or retained earnings. A flat rate of return of 12 percent 
would be used for such additions or reductions. 

(b) Net additions in borrowed capital after 1949 would in- 
crease the average earnings base or invested capital credit in the 


same manner as outlined above in 1 (4) in case of the invested ` 


capital base. 
3. Capital additions in the base period for taxpayers using the 
average earnings base 


(a) The average earnings base would be adjusted upward, as 
provided in (4) and (c) below, for one-half of the net additions 
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to capital in 1948 and all of the net additions in 1949, irrespec- 
tive of whether the net additions took the form of equity capital, 
retained earnings, or borrowed capital. However, no down- 
ward adjustments would be made for net decreases in capital 
during the base period. 

(b) The rate of return on net additions to capital taking the 
form either of equity capital or retained earnings would be 12 
percent. 

(c) The rate of return on net additions to capital taking the 
form of borrowed capital would be one-third of the interest 
rate payable on borrowed capital but not in excess of 3 percent. 


4. New corporations—an alternative credit for corporations com- 
mencing business after 1946 


(a) An alternative average earnings credit would be made 
available for new corporations— 

(i) which commenced business in the base period but 
had only 36 or fewer months of earnings taperne in the 
base period, or 

(ii) which commence business after the end of the base 
period and which otherwise would have to rely solely on 
an invested capital credit. 

(b) In general, the new corporation would be given as an 
alternative credit a rate of return on its assets equal to the average 
rate of return experienced by its industry in the base period. 

(c) The credit for the new corporation under this formula 
would be the industry rate of return multiplied by the sum of 
the corporation’s net worth and borrowed capital. This credit 
would be available for the first 3 years of the corporation if it 
commenced business in 1950 or thereafter. If it commenced 


. business in 1947, 1948, or 1949, the formula would be used for 


such of its first 3 years as fall within the excess-profits-tax period. 

(d) The rate of return of the industry would be applied to 
the assets used by the corporation in its business at the end of 
its third year of growth, and the resulting credit would be its 
credit under this formula for subsequent years. Any changes 
in investment after that time would be reflected in the corpora- 
tion’s credit in the same manner as in the case of the ordinary 
corporation, 

(e) For purposes of obtaining the use of the formula described 
above a new corporation would be one which is not entitled to 
use the average base period experience of a predecessor under 
Supplement A. 

(f) The industry rate of return would be computed from 
Statistics of Income, using the two-digit classification of indus- 
tries prepared by the Bureau of the Budget, under which tax- 
payers are classified into about 50 groups. ‘The classification 
would be placed in the code but the rate of return for each in- 
dustry would be announced by the Secretary. The rate of return 
for each industry would be computed by dividing the industry’s 
average net income (before interest deductions) in the base 
period by the average net worth and borrowed capital of the 
industry in the base period. The figures for 1946 and 1947 are 
now available and the figure for 1948 will be available within 
the next few months. The figure for 1949 will not be available 
for the March 15, 1951, filing period but should be available 
sometime in 1952. It is suggested that rates of return be an- 
nounced on a tentative basis (determined from the actual 1946, 
1947, and 1948 figures) until the final figure is known. Pend- 
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ing issuance of the final figure, new corporations would compute 
their excess-profits taxes without the alternative credit but will 
be permitted to defer 80 percent of the additional tax resulting 
from the use of this credit if the alternative credit computed 
with the tentative figure is higher than the credit used. 

(g) Since all corporations not eligible for relief under this 
provision will have experience in all four of the years of the base 
period, it is unnecessary to continue in the new law the provision 
of the prior law for filling in one or more “vacant” base period 
years for average earnings taxpayers. 


5. Exemption provided for strategic minerals (sec. 731) 


(a) Section 731, relating to the exemption from the excess- 
profits tax of income from certain strategic minerals, would be 
retained in its present form except that the list of specific minerals 
mentioned will be reviewed after consultation with the National 
Security Resources Board. 


6. Special treatment provided for increased production of cer- 
tain depletable resources (sec. 735) 


(a) Section 735, providing special treatment under the excess- 
profits tax for so-called excess output of certain depletable re- 
sources, would be retained in its present form until there is time 
after this year to review this provision in greater detail. 


7. Installment basis taxpayers (sec. 736 (a)) 


(a) Section 736 (a) would be revised to require taxpayers 
changing from the installment basis to the accrual basis to make 
this change both with respect to the excess-profits tax and the 
income tax. Thus, the relief provided by section 736 (a) would 
be continued in a modified form. A taxpayer changing from 
the installment basis to the accrual basis would in the initial 
year of the change, in addition to paying an income tax on 
amounts which under the installment basis would have been 
taxable in later years, be required to pay an income tax on un- 
taxed accrued income from sales of prior years. However, earn- 
ings attributable to contracts entered into in pre-excess-profits- 
tax years would not be subject to the excess-profits tax. 

(b) Also a taxpayer changing from the installment basis to 
an accrual basis would be permitted to recompute his earnings 
during the base period on the accrual basis for purposes of 
computing the average earnings credit. 

(c) This provision would be available to any taxpayer desir- 
ing to shift from an installment basis to an accrual basis and 
there would be no eligibility requirements as existed under 
World War II law. 


8. Bank reserves for bad debts 


(a) The method of computing bank reserves for bad debts 
was changed in 1947. Banks would be allowed to convert these 
reserves to the same basis for the base period and taxable years 
for excess-profits-tax purposes. 


g. Alternative average earnings base for corporations growing 
in the base period 

(a) Corporations evidencing growth under the tests outlined 
in (b) and (c) below would be allowed to use the last year of 
their base period or the average of the last 2 years of their base 
period, whichever is higher, as their average earnings base. 

(b) Relief under this provision would be available only to 
corporations with total assets’(as of the beginning of the base 
period) of $20 million or less. 
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(c) Relief under this provision would be limited— 

(i) to corporations whose monthly average gross receipts 
in the last 2 years of their base period were more than 50 
percent above their monthly average gross receipts in the 
first 2 years of their base period, or 

(ii) to corporations whose monthly average payroll ex- 
penditures in the last 2 years of their base period were more 
than 30 percent above their monthly average payroll expendi- 
tures in the first 2 years of their base period. 

(d) This provision would be available not only to corporations 
in existence prior to the beginning of the base period but also 
to corporations organized in the base period but having more 
than 36 months of experience in the base period. 


10. Net capital reductions after the end of 1949 both for tax- 
payers using the average earnings base and for taxpayers 
using the invested capital credit 


(a) Both in the case of the average earnings taxpayer and the 
invested capital taxpayer, to the extent reductions in capital in 
the tax period offset additions in the tax period (and in the case 
of the earnings base taxpayer additions in the base period for 
which a special allowance previously had been made), the ex- 
cess-profits credit would be reduced by 12 percent of the net 
reduction in capital in the form of equity capital or retained 
earnings and in the case of borrowed capital in the same manner 
as outlined in 1 (4) under the rules for invested capital. 

(b) In the case of the average earnings taxpayer in general 
the same rule as in (a) above would be applied to net reduc- 
tions in capital in the tax years in excess of the net additions in 
these years and the additions for which special allowances were 
made in the base period. However, if time permits the writing 
of an additional refinement, the taxpayer might be given the 
alternative of computing the percentage on reductions in equity 
capital and retained earnings at his actual average rate of return 
for the base period if he could show that this rate of return on 
capital investments in the base period was less than 12 percent. 

(c) In the case of the invested capital taxpayer where reduc- 
tions in capital since the beginning of its first excess-profits tax 
year exceed additions since that time, such reductions would be 
reflected under the regular rules for computing the invested 
capital credit as set out under (1).

Commodity Credit Corporation of certain surplus com- 
modities for use in the aid program at the same price as 
the cost to the U. S. Government. 

Require that at least 50 percent of materials shipped 
by sea shall be carried in U. S.-flag commercial vessels. 

Also adopted an amendment providing that nothing 
in the act shall be interpreted as endorsing measures b 
Yugoslav Government suppressive of religious, political, 
and economic freedom. 

Rejected an amendment designed to provide an out- 
right grant with the funds to be administered similar 
to the administration of the interim aid program with 
the use of counterpart funds.

Committee on Finance: Following an all-day executive 
session of the committee to continue its section-by-sec- 
tion analysis of H. R. 9827, to provide revenue by im- 
posing a corporate excess-profits tax, the chairman an- 
nounced all tentative decisions reached by the commit- 
tee on the bill to date. Some of the decisions include: 
The effective date of the act to be July 1, 1950, and the 
termination date to be December 31, 1952. 

It agreed to allow regulated airlines and telephone 
companies an alternative credit of 7 percent on their total 
assets; other utilities 6 percent; this alternative credit 
would be available to companies deriving 80 percent or 
more of their income from a regulated utility business. 

It approved an additional alternative credit for 
“special growth” companies by allowing them to sub- 
stitute for the ordinary average earnings credit, their 
average earnings in one-half of 1949 and 40 percent of 
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It reached a decision on rate of return from equity 
and loan capital, allowing the same rates on both. 

The general relief provision in the House bill relating 
to abnormalities in the base period and relating to new 
productions or services were slightly changed. 

Molybdenum was added to the list of strategic min- 
erals exempted from the excess-profits tax. 
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The provision exempting income from critical min- 
erals from the excess-profits tax in the case of marginal 
mining properties was removed from the bill. 

The committee also instructed the staffs to work out 
a general relief provision for businesses involved in a 
substantial change in the method of operation or sub- 
stantial change in capacity during the base period.
